There is a wide range of decanters to 
choose from. The Bohemian reproductions of 
Waterford glass are faithful copies of excel- 
lent workmanship.

No wonder such papers have 
survived through hundreds of years of change. 
Many eighteenth century designs, both Eng- 
lish and French, serve as documents for 
papers made today whether the original is 
copied to the minutest detail with perhaps 
color changes, or whether certain motifs and 
arrangements are lifted out and rearranged to 
please present day demands. Nearly all of 
them have interesting histories, for instance 
the “leopard” paper is so-called because that 
name was written on the back of one of the 

thirteen sheets—each 

about one yard in length. The 

authenticity of this eighteenth 
: century paper is further proven 
by the stamp 
which is here reproduced with 
its “G”, the reversed R’s and 
the Crown. The tax amounted 
pence halfpenny per 
square yard on stained paper.

Seeking the latest trend in noteworthy de- 
sign one wanders this way and that for down 
each by-path there are new and alluring pat- 
terns. Perhaps the most outstanding trend is 
toward all things Oriental—either true East- 
erm forms or that Chinoiserie feeling that is 
almost equally characteristic. The popularity 
of silver backgrounds seems to be increasing 
for they offer greater variety of light and 
shade than any one color tone can, and they 
are usable in large rooms or small, to cover 
the complete wall surface or to be set in 
panels. But to get the most out of each de- 
sign perhaps their use should be slightly re- 
stricted—-that is to just one wall, or an alcove, 
where their full beauty may be studied and 
eT) appreciated. 

To cover the wall may be the function of 
wallpaper, but that does not indicate that it 
must cover all the wall—or just the wall. As 
already suggested one wall covered with pic- 
torial paper concentrates the interest, if the 
paper is worth it. Or an alcove may fairly 
slow or flower with gay color while the rest 
of the room is as somber as rich wood panel- 
ng can make it. Beautifully rendered wall- 
paper, set in one or two panels, can be placed 
n the same category with paintings. 

Borders have, of course, come into their 
own once again, and every decorator must be 
glad to see such an array of beautiful de- 
signs, for they help out so much with those 
ong and sometimes barren wall spaces above 
picture level. If you don’t want walls covered 
with patterned paper and borders, you can 
surely use wallpaper bands. Outline all the 
irim, emphasize the architectural quality of 
the room by narrow bands of contrasting 
clor. Many a dull hall too full of doors 
can be made interesting in that manner. You 
can even apply the wallpaper bands to the 
doors themselves if they are so divided that 
their panels can be pleasantly outlined. Or 
you can make those doors more important and 
therefore less of an eye-sore by inserting 
large panels of wallpaper completely filling 
the central portion of the door. And your 
clients may be highly amused to open the

LAMPS 


The recent Lighting Style 
Show, held at the Decorators 
Club February 24-29, afforded 
decorators a rare opportunity 
to see some of the smartest and 
newest lamp shades and light- 
ing units available to the trade. 

A yarn shade, for example, of gay blue 
and white alternating stripes, was shown by 
the Bayard-Stott Studio and received much 
comment. Aluminum mesh also made a 
simple shade for a crystal base, and sheer 
handkerchief linen trimmed with white balls 
was suggested for a Spring bedroom scheme. 
With a simple wood base, Paul Hanson Co. 
showed a crash-linen shade trimmed with a 
fluffy wool fringe at the top and bottom; in- 
deed this firm’s line is so complete that there 
is sure to be an answer with them to fill 
any one of your problems. The Japanese 
Fan Co. displayed some of their latest im 
portations from China; of particular note 
were the very simple but well designed shades 
made of Chinese damask which bore the same 
motif as that found in the base. Ruth M. 
Johnson showed a direct and indirect com: 
bination floor lamp that caused much com 
ment because of its great practicality. Kan 
tack, Inc., showed a few of their special de. 


signs, one unusual lamp with illuminated 
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base being made of a series of three crystal 
balls with a tube of light through the center! 

Iva Kempshall’s display was well organized 
and showed a variety of unusual things, par- 
ticularly materials woven to order for lamp 
shades so as to include individual arrange- 
ments of motifs and colors. A dashing blue 
shade with white ostrich feather trimming 
was the highly stylized complement to a sil- 
Roland Moore’s delightful 
Oriental lamps and shades were well coordi-

nated; his antique-looking shade of treated 
velvet, for instance, was made to top an old 
Chinese porcelain base. 

Jessie Leach Rector had a splendid show- 
ing of both lamps and shades, particularly 
those suited to the classic interior. Slender 
pedestals topped with urns that carried lights 
aroused much interested comment. Her new- 
est type of shade resembled parchment with 
an etched design in tones of gray, and an- 
other pale pink parchment shade had a 
feather drawing that was particularly suited 
to the graceful terra cotta figure base. Wahl

showed several unusual shapes for 


which provided a complete background for 
a charming figurine; their simple shades were 
well designed and finished with unusual edg- 
ings. The delicately painted units from Ward 
& Rome were especially outstanding; their 
wood vases resembled decorated porcelains 
in a most realistic manner, and the shades, 
painted to harmonize with them, made de- 
lightful units. This firm also showed a 
Chinese Chippendale floor lamp that was ex- 
cellent in design and color. 

Summed up, the trend of the exhibition 
seemed to be toward lamps of pronounced in- 
dividuality, with. both lamps and shades es- 
pecially fitted to the requirements of particu- 
lar problems. With such a diverse selection 
of mediums to choose from, this trend should 
soon easily become an accepted vogue even 
for the less expensive units. 

Those decorators searching for unique 
bases which cannot be duplicated elsewhere 
will find a bevy of beautiful units at Plaza 
Studios, which include a smart polished sil- 
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ver example with three-candle stem, toéle 
shade and shallow basket base; a small floor 
lamp, which is also exc.usive with this firm, 
has a silver and black enamel base and shaft 
equipped with an adjustable arm and shade 
which, when moved, “stays put” exactly where 
you want it.

Even gay chintzes and crisp 
laffetas aren't half so compelling as organdies 
and laces and cellophanes, for they suggest 
the summer ahead as well as window curtains. 

This year the manufacturers seem to have 
been vieing with each other in producing the 
filmiest and most alluring fabrics, and they've 
succeeded, that you must agree. Of course 
you know that lace curtains are once more 
coming into their own—sheer ones or heavy 
ones. Each one is distinctive whether it is

antique gold frames with silver ornament, 
The mantel is of pine with touches of silver 
—as successful in its treatment as it is un- 
usual—and the facing is of soft yellow Sienna 
marble; the fireplace tools, fender and and- 
irons are of polished brass. The curtains in 
this room are of green silk gauze trimmed 
with silver, and the rug contributes the one 
strong note of contrast with its amber color; 
other minor contrasting colors are derived 
from the corals and pinks, blues and greens 
in the paintings. 

Against this subtle background is set some 
of the finest mahogany in the house, includ- 
ing a Duncan Phyfe dining table and Hepple- 
white chairs upholstered in brown leather. 
These chairs are particularly fine ones, of 
maple with ebony inlaid around the inside 
shield backs and arms. A Chippendale black 
and gold lacquer stand, a collector’s piece, 
in a large bay window which does not appear 
in the photograph, holds an equally rare 
English beaker of unusual size which now 
serves as a bowl for goldfish. The sideboard 
and serving tables are also prized pieces of 
rare furniture which accommodate choice 
bits of old Lowestoft, silver and crystal. 

Unfortunately a lack of space prevents a 
detailed account of all the rooms in the house, 
but of these the photographs of a bedroom 
from each of the two master suites and a 
guest bedroom upstairs will suffice to  indi- 
cate to the reader the many items of inter- 
est which will be found on a tour through the 
chambers and hall on the upper floor. 

One of the bedrooms shows an interesting 
window treatment that was achieved by the 
decorator. In order to soften the strong 
light from a single group of five large win- 
dows and at the same time create a more 
satisfactory interior effect, the middle win- 
dow was concealed by a series of shelves built 
into the reveal with no apparent change to 
be observed from the exterior of the house. 
As result there is now not only subdued light 
from two windows but space as well be 
tween them for books and objets d’art. 

This interesting window treatment shares 
interest with an important carved Venetian 
duchesse bed bearing a carved shell head- 
board in dark green and gold lacquers; the

bedspread is of green silk damask with a 
deep silver fringe. Other important pieces 
of furniture include an Early Empire secre. 
taire and a carved and gilded Adam armchair 
upholstered in a striped silk fabric. Two 
small commodes of green  vernis Martin 
against the wall opposite the bed not only 
distribute the lacquer note about the room, 
but also hold bowls of flowers and constitute 
the reason for a beautiful drawing by Maire 
hanging above each. The walls of this room 
are pale rose in color, and there is a carpet 
of deeper hue over which has been thrown 
a lovely Aubusson rug bearing a pattern of 
various flowers scattered on a deep blue 
ground. The curtains, of deep rose and 
beige in a finely drawn pattern, complete the 
colorful background. 

The decoration of a second bedroom is 
developed around a handsome Chippendale 
mahogany bed bearing an old Chinese patch- 
work silk bedspread. Actually the color 
scheme is blue and yellow, the walls being 
yellow and the interesting chintz curtains of 
Chinese design supplying a multicolored note 
for relief. The carpet is blue—in two com- 
plementary tones—developed in an Oriental 
fret design. Most of the furniture in the 
room, including the Chippendale pedestal 
desk which is not shown in the photograph, 
the occasional tables and bedside stand, are 
either mahogany or black lacquered pieces. 
Worthy of mention are the wall brackets 
carved in a design of Prince of Wales plumes, 
and the ivory pictures sculptured and tinted 
in the Chinese manner. 

The guest bedroom illustrated herewith, one 
of several with individual baths, has its inter- 
est divided between the beautiful 18th Cen- 
tury mahogany carved beds and the imported 
wallpaper which was applied in small sheets 
measuring twenty inches square. 

In its décor there is a satisfying complete- 
ness about the house which definitely be- 
speaks the traditions and ideals associated 
with England. This fact can doubtless be 
attributed to the development of the various 
rooms in the Georgian style, for certainly the 
characteristics associated with the English are 
thoroughly expressed in the architecture and 
decoration of that era.
